Few students left and 
the institution became a model iii its 
discipline and work. 
Fifty years ago 
the

lege undergraduate frequently ran up j 
against more “dont’s” than 
lie could 
remember, some of which were any­ 
thing but wise for a young man just 
really beginning to 
know something 
of life. 
Today the constructive idea 
is being more and more followed, and 
instead of the old “dont’s” 
wq have 
the motto, “Go slowly—but up.” 
In 
stead of trying 
to 
stop the natural 
currents of young manhood the true 
teacher now tries 
to 
control them, 
and to direct them in c hannels where* 
they will be of most 
use 
in making 
successful and useful lives. 
One of the troubles of college life 
is the tendency to dawdle in study 
and work and to dissipate rather than 
to concentrate 
the 
energies of the 
students. Especially is this the case
